and some provision should be made for this Board to receive policy guidance ; 
from a "high level committee". The DC I agreed and stated that policy guidance* 
to the Evaluation Board was a missing link between the Board ana the national i 
Security Council. Mr. Dulles again expressed his opinion that probably the 
Steering Committee of the NSC should have the responsibility for formulation 
of policy and furnishing "ideas" to the Evaluation Board for implementation.

Iranian elections and that a memorandum on this subject was being prepared 
for the DCI. The question was then raised of participation by our "area desk 
people" in ONE estimates. The Director stated that full advantage should be 
taken of the knowledge of our "area people" in the preparation of estimates. 
In this connection, Mr. Becker noted that the last estimate published by 
ONE on Iran was a case in point and stated that it could stand a great deal 
of improvement. After some discussion, Mr. Becker undertook to (a) look 
into the whole problem of ONE productions; (b) pass along the Director's 
views on "agreed estimates". 


e. Noted that he had been in touch with Mr. Bohlen and had exoressed 

to him the Director's views on the establishment of combined covert operations.
